We are told by the lexicographers and 
economists that the word "‘progress,” in 
its present acceptance, is relatively new. 
The word is said to be a product of man s 
first exaltation over his conquest of na. 
ture. 
For centuries during the world’s in­ 
dustrial growth and 
scientific 
advance 
men talked much of progress, evolution 
and development, all the time having in 
mind man’s exploitation of the elements 
and natural resources. 
Today a respectful 
body 
of opinion 
raises the question whether man, in his 
domination of nature, has not merely be­ 
come the victim of the elaborate machin­ 
ery he has devised. 
It is a commonplace 
of such views that the world’s moral and 
intellectual progress has failed to keep 
pace with the complexities he has intro­ 
duced into life. 
A complete answer to this war-born 
pessimism cannot be framed. 
But a par­ 
tial reply would be that,, ghastly though 
the recent world tragedy may have been, 
its losses and agonies are L. proportion 
to the expanding dimensions of civiliza­ 
tion. 
After the Napoleonic wars there 
were the same doubts concerning the fu- 
ure of the nations of Europe. 
Napoleon’s 
wars took, proportionately, as heavy a 
oil of life and wealth in a Europe of less 
han 200,000,000 people as the world war 
ook of a Europe of 450,000,000 people. 
Vet life was simpler a hundred and twen- 
y-five years ago. 
It was much simpler 
iearly three hundred years ago when the 
hirtv years’ w ar laid waste a considerable 
portion of Northern Europe. 
Man has been just as destructive under 
primitive conditions as under our complex 
civilization. 
If he is the victim of his 
own complicated machinery today, it is 
lot the fault of the machinery, altogether. 
Where the will to peace exists, peace can 
ie preserved in the radio age as easily as 
n the hunting and pastoral ages.

W H A T A PECULIAR TUNNEL!

■ears to come France and England will 
mload freight on one side of the Channel, 
tow it into boats, unload it into cars and 
:aul it to its destination— a costly, waste- 
ul process— because the war loards can’t 
iecide whether the tunnel would be an 
sset or a liability in time of war. 
How E uropean! 
Great Britain had no occasion for seini­ 
ng troops to Europe from 1815 to 1854, 
when the Crimean w ar began; and after 
hat conflict she did not send an army to 
Europe until 1914. 
Yet a great asset to 
:ommerce is to be postponed, not because 
t has been shown that the tunnel would 
ie a disadvantage in time of war, but be­ 
muse it might conceivably be. 
In one breath the council for imperial 
iefense argued that the tunnel would 
landle such a heavy traffic as to reduce

England's 
commercial 
fleet, 
bus harming an existing industry.

Text it declared that the tunnel could 
lot deliver a force of 40,000 men with 
heir equipment to French soil in less than

weeks!

consular agents are retired, having reach­ 
ed the age limit, 13 consular agents were 
demoted for lack of efficiency and other 
shifts made on a merit basis for the good 
of the service.

activities which politics never helped but 
has often harmed.

Collision During Fog 


NEWPORT, Rhode Island,—Four 
passengers, 
three 
men 
and 
one 
woman, are known to have been kill­ 
ed when the oil tanker Swiftarrow 
crashed into the Eastern Steamship 
Liner Boston off Point Judith, late 
Monday. 
Three bodies were seen 
in the wreckage of two state rooms 
when the Boston was 
towed 
into 
Newport harbor and beached there 
today. 
Identification of the 
bodies 
was 
impossible here. 
They were caught 
behind ship’s plates that had been 
crushed in and it was said that the 
plates would have to be cut with gas 
torches before the bodies could be 
extracted. 
C. Copeland, 
of Brook­ 
line, Mass., died in a hospital here 
from internal injuries received in the 
crash. 
He was rushed to this port 
onboard 
the 
coast guard cutter 
Acushnet but died while the doctors 
were contemplating an operation. 
Passengers 
and crew* were taken 
cff in lifeboats 
and transferred to 
rescuing steamers and naval vessels 
which hurried to the scene alter re­ 
ceiving the Boston’s radio calls for 
help. 
A few were landed here by 
the steamer Commonwealth, 
which 
proceeded to Fall River 
with other 
survivors. 
A large 
number 
went 
abroad the Fall River liner Priscilla 
due in New York 
this 
afternoon. 
Among those on the Priscilla is the 
Purser of the Boston, who took with 
him the only available passenger list. 
The Swiftarrow’, 
apparently 
un­ 
damaged, stood by the Boston until 
daylight 
today. 
Then 
she 
pro­ 
ceeded to an anchorage outside New* 
port, whence she sent ashore nine 
boats containing 
passengers 
from 
the Boston. 
The 
Swiftarrow 
was 
bound from Tuxpam, Mexico, for Fall 
River with oil. 
The collision came in a dense fog. 
The tanker struck the Boston amid­ 
ships on the portside, cutting a gash 
thirty 
feet 
long and 
twenty 
feet 
high, three feet above the water line. 
A number of state rooms were crush­ 
ed in, and it was there that the cas­ 
ualties occurred. 
The three bodies brought in here 
on the Boston were 
taken 
ashore 
this afternoon by a navy tug. 
The 
coroner first paid a visit to the ship. 
Examination 
of

later in the day showed that a large 
hole had been

STUNT FLYER WAS 
RESCUED IN MID-AIR 


NEVADA, Mo., July Z5.—While a 
crowd of 5,000 stood on the ground 
end shuddered as Sergt. Jack Doug­ 
las of the One Hundred and Tenth 
Aero Squadron of St. Louis dangled 
at the end of the rope 
beneath 
a 
swooping airplane, unable 
to crawl 
back to safety, another plane flew 
to his rescue, passed a knife to the 
imperiled aviator, who cut himself 
loose, dropped into a lake and swam 
to safety. 
The flight which almost ended fa­ 
tally for Douglas was part of an 
aerial exhibition last afternoon for 
Gov. Hyde and other 
visitors 
to 
Camp Clark, 
where 
the 
Missouri 
National Guard is in summer train­ 
ing. 
A large part of the population 
of Nevada went to the camp to wit­ 
ness the show. 
The plane on which Dauglas was 
performing was piloted by Captain 
Ray Wassel of St. Louis. 
Douglas, 
who volunteered to do 
the usual 
aerial stunts for the Governor’s edi­ 
fication, crawled out, while in the 
air, on the wing of the ship and bal­ 
anced himself there. 
The next feat he attempted 
was 
to hang from the axle of the under­ 
carriage. 
This was successful, and 
he went farther. 
Securing a rope to 
the axle he let himself out until he 
was dangling under the plane high | 
over the heads of the crowd. 
After thirty minutes it was real­ 
ized that he could not crawl back 
and Lieut. Fred Nelson, one of the 
regular army flyers detailed to the 
camp as an instructor, and Sergt. 
Sharp of the St. Louis aero 
con­ 
tingent, set out to rescue him. 
The 
ship chosen was a fast De Haviland. 
With Sergt. Sharp standing on the 
tip of the wing clasping a knife the 
ship took off. 
Pursuing 
the 
plane, 
the 
faster 
army one overtook It, and 
Sharp 
passed the knife to Douglas. 
Capt. 
Wassell, who realized 
the 
predica­ 


ment of hts companion, turned his! 
plane towards Lake Katy Allen, a 1 
large resevoir which supplies

vada with water, swooped low over 
the lake while Douglas cut the rope 
and dropped into the water.
